To  His  Excellency  Wm.  E.  Russell, 

Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  herewith 
submit  their  First  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1891. 

It  was  the  latter  part  of  Xovember  before  the  first  claim 
was  paid,  since  the  first  meetings  were  devoted  to  organiza- 
tion, the  formulation  of  rules  and  regulations,  together  with 
the  preparation  of  the  requisite  application  blanks.  In  these 
and  other  matters,  valuable  service  was  rendered  by  Commis- 
sioner Allen  of  Pittsfield,  whose  lengthy  experience  in  the 
life  insurance  business  proved  of  special  utility  at  this  time. 
The  arrangements  perfected  at  the  outset  have  proved  very 
satisfactory,  and  the  methods  adopted  have  reduced  to  a 
minimum  the  possibility  of  a  fraudulent  claim  being  granted. 
Most  of  the  Board  were  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  duties 
of  firemen,  which  enabled  them  to  more  readily  comprehend 
such  statements  as  were  from  time  to  time  laid  before  them. 
No  criterion  existing  by  which  even  an  approximate  estimate 
could  be  made  as  to  the  amount  to  be  drawn  from  the  fund, 
the  sums  agreed  upon  for  the  benefits  were,  if  anything, 
placed  at  a  smaller  figure  than  would  have  been  preferred 
by  a  majority  of  the  commissioners.  While  the  disability 
relief,  granted  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  day,  seems  fair,  the 
deaih  benefit,  aggregating  but  $400,  and  the  allowance  of 
$1.50  per  week  for  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  appear 
hardly  commensurate. 

The  law,  in  its  specification  of  beneficiaries,  is  extremely 
broad  ;  and  not  only  covers  all  members  of  organized  fire 
departments,  but  goes  so  far  as  to  include  any  person  doing 
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lire  duty  at  the  request  of  the  authorities  of  a  town  having  no 
organized  lire  department,  — a  fact  that  should  be  thoroughly 
understood  and  appreciated.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  a 
year  of  extensive  conflagrations,  attended  by  a  large  number 
of  fatalities,  might  completely  exhaust  the  fund,  rather  than 
leave  a  gratifying  financial  exhibit,  like  that  presented  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1891. 

The  good  accomplished  thus  far  would  seem  to  be  a  valid 
argument  for  the  appropriation  being  made  an  annual  one. 
At  present,  in  order  to  guarantee  an  allotment,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  appear  before  legislative  committees  at  each  session, 
and  reiterate  truths  that  have  unquestionably  satisfied  pre- 
vious committees.  With  the  constantly  changing  personnel 
of  the  Senate  and  the  House,  and  the  advent  of  new  members 
having  no  special  knowledge  of  the  importance  of  the  work, 
the  failure  of  representative  firemen  to  appear  year  by  year, 
at  a  sacrifice  of  both  time  and  money,  would  naturally  hazard 
a  perpetuity  of  the  fund. 

The  act  of  1891  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  of  1890, 
under  which  this  Board  originated,  with  the  exception  of  the 
number  of  commissioners  being  reduced  to  five,  and  an 
allowance  of  $500  being  set  apart  for  actual  expenses  of 
disbursement. 

The  work  of  this  commission  has  been  largely  a  labor  of 
love,  though  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association 
insisted  upon  defraying  the  travelling  expenses  of  its  mem- 
bers. To  Treasurer  Williamson  of  this  association,  as 
custodian  of  the  fund,  and  to  Secretary  Burt  for  valuable 
aid,  acknowledgments  are  due.  Thanks  are  also  extended 
to  Sergeant-at-Arms  Adams,  and  the  attaches  of  his  depart- 
ment, for  courtesies  extended. 

Appended  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  money  expended, 
together  with  other  data  pertaining  to  the  manner  of  distribu- 
tion, etc.

Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 
State  House,  Boston,  Oct.  8,  1890. 

The  following  rules  have  been  adopted  this  day  to  govern  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  and  the  disbursement  of  the  fund.

Article  I. 

Section  1.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund." 

Sect.  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Board  shall  consist  of  a  chairman,  a 
secretary  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected 

Sect.  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  this  Board,  and  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessaiw  for  an  election. 

Sect.  3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  a  majority  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  a  majority  of  such  quorum  shall  determine  all  questions. 

Sect.  4.  All  orders  on  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Fire- 
men's Association  must  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  All  firemen,  or  others  eligible  to  the  benefits  of  this  fund 
who  may  become  injured  in  the  line  of  fire  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to 
benefits  from  this  fund  as  follows :  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  day  while  unable  to  attend  to  their  ordinary  business  by 
reason  of  such  injury ;  such  benefit  arising  from  any  particular  injury, 
shall  not  continue  longer  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  days  from  the 
date  of  such  injury ;  but  the  Board  may  extend  such  benefit,  if  they 
deem  it  advisable,  and  if  the  amount  of  the  fund  at  that  time  will 
permit  it. 
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Sect.  2.  In  case  of  death  from  injury  received  while  in  the  perform- 
ance of  fire  duty,  the  Board  shall  pay  to  the  widow  or  children  of  the 
deceased,  three  hundred  dollars;  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  funeral 
expenses  ;  and  to  each  child  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  of  such  deceased 
fireman,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  week  in  monthly  payments.  In 
case  the  deceased  leaves  neither  wife  nor  children,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  paid  for  funeral  expenses. 

Sect.  3  All  particulars  regarding  each  case  where  a  benefit  is 
required,  shall  be  certified,  on  blank  form,  in  triplicate,  by  the  chief  or 
acting  chief  of  each  fire  department,  and  commanding  officer  of  com- 
pany ;  or  if  from  Boston,  a  majority  of  the  fire  commissioners,  and  com- 
manding officer  of  company;  and  in  case  of  protective  departments, 
by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  department;  or  if  there  is  no  organ- 
ized fire  department,  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen ;  in  all  cases  the 
physician  who  attended  the  injured  applicant  must  make  an  affidavit. 

Sect.  4.  Applications  for  relief  or  benefits  shall  be  made  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association,  in  compliance 
with  forms  to  be  furnished  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  they  shall  be 
made  within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  injury  ;  but  said  time  for  mak- 
ing such  applications  may  be  extended  by  the  Board,  for  good  cause 
shown. 

Sect.  5.  If  the  applicant  in  any  case  fails  to  obtain  the  signature  or 
certificate  of  any  person  or  officer  necessary  to  enable  him  to  conform 
to  the  requirements  of  the  prescribed  forms,  he  shall  make  a  written 
application  for  relief  to  the  commissioners,  who  are  empowered  to  make 
any  order  that  in  their  opinion  justice  may  require. 

Sect.  6.  All  applications  to  be  made  in  triplicate ;  one  copy  to  be 
retained  by  the  Board,  and  one  copy  each  by  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association.

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[Chap.  450,  Acts  of  1890.] 

An  Act  in  favor  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's 
association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1 .  Before  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred  and  ninety  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Firemen's  Association  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  Said  sum 
shall  be  paid  from  the  moneys  received  for  taxes  from  fire  insur- 
ance companies  doing  business  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  so  paid  to  said  treasurer  shall  be  known 
and  remain  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  cf  Massachusetts,  and  shall 
be  used  as  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members  of 
said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  while  responding  to, 
working  at  or  returning  from  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  for  the  relief 
of  the  widows  and  children  of  such  firemen  as  may  be  killed  in 
the  line  of  their  duty  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  in  such  sums 
as  a  board  to  consist  of  seven  persons,  three  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  and 
four  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  shall  deter- 
mine ;  the  appointees  of  the  governor  not  to  be  members  of  said 
association. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  shall  give  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  double  the  sum  received  by 
him  from  said  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  under  this  act ;  and  shall  make  a  detailed 
report  under  oath  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  of 
expenditures  of  the  appropriation  made  under  this  act,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one. 

Sect.  4.  The  officers  and  members  in  active  service  of  all 
incorporated  protective  departments  acting  in  concert  with  fire 
departments,  and  any  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or 
upon  the  order  of  the  authorities  of  any  town  having  no  organized 
fire  department,  and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman 
in  a  town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  eligible 
for  benefits  from  this  fund. 
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Sect.  5.  All  unexpended  moneys  received  under  this  act  by 
the  said  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  shall  be 
returned  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one. 

Sect.  6.  No  part  of  this  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended 
for  salaries  or  any  expenses  whatever  except  as  this  act  provides. 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved 
June  28,  1890. 


[Chap.  274,  Acts  of  1891.] 

An  Act  appropriating  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  Massa- 
chusetts STATE  FIREMEN'S  ASSOCIATION. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Before  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Firemen's  Association  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 
Said  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the  moneys  received  for  taxes  from 
fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  so  paid  to  said  treasurer  shall  be  known 
and  remain  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts,  and  shall 
be  used  as  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members  of 
said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  while  responding  to, 
working  at  or  returning  from  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  for  the  relief  of 
the  widows  and  children  of  such  firemen  as  may  be  killed  in  the 
line  of  their  duty  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  in  such  sums  as 
a  board  to  consist  of  five  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  and  three  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  shall  determine  ;  the 
appointees  of  the  governor  not  to  be  members  of  said  association. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  shall  give  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  double  the  sum  received  by 
him  from  said  treasurer,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
under  this  act ;  and  shall  make  a  detailed  report  under  oath  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  of  expenditures  of  the  appropria- 
tion made  under  this  act,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two. 

Sect.  4.  The  officers  and  members  in  active  service  of  all 
incorporated  protective  departments  acting  in  concert  with  fire 
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departments,  also  any  person  doing  duty  at  the  request  or  upon 
the  order  of  the  authorities  of  any  town  having  no  organized  fire 
department,  and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in 
a  town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  eligible  for 
benefits  from  this  fund. 

Sect.  5.  All  unexpended  moneys  received  under  this  act  by  the 
said  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  shall  be  returned 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two. 

Sect.  6.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  hereby  appropri- 
ated may  be  allowed  for  incidental  expenses  of  the  board  herein 
provided  for,  but  otherwise  no  part  of  said  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  expended  for  salaries  or  any  expenses  except  as  provided 
in  this  act. 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved May  i,  1891. 
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2d-8th  reports  (1891/92-1897/98) 
were  made  to  the  Governor  only.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Roger  Wolcott,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Fund  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1899. 

The  Board,  as  now  constituted,  consists  of  five  members, 
three  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  two  are 
annually  elected  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Asso- 
ciation. The  personnel  has  remained  unchanged  since  the 
second  year  of  its  existence,  and  it  is  worthy  of  comment 
that  upon  all  subjects  of  importance  there  has  seldom  been 
lack  of  unanimity  in  its  decisions. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  somewhat  abnormal  con- 
dition of  affairs,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Board  the  fund  has  not  proved  sufficiently  large  to  satisfy 
all  merited  demands  upon  it.  Heretofore,  at  the  close  of 
each  fiscal  year  there  has  been  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  to 
be  returned  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth ;  this 
year,  the  claims  have  been  so  many  that  the  full  amount  of 
the  fund  ($10,000)  has  been  expended,  and  further  claims, 
to  the  amount  of  $786,  have  been  granted,  to  be  paid  from 
the  new  appropriation  for  the  year  1899-1900.  In  addition, 
two  claims  remain  unadjusted.  With  the  appropriation  for 
the  new  year  encumbered  with  a  debt  of  $786  from  approved 
claims  of  the  old  year,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  close  of 
the  present  year  will  see  a  financial  condition  similar  to  that 
existing  June  30,  1899,  viz.,  claims  for  injuries  demanding 
compensation  to  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  fund  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  commissioners. 

The  number  of  fires  occurring  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth is  increasing  yearly,  and  this  of  necessity  brings  an 
increase  of  fire  duty  and  increased  risk  to  accident  and  fatal 
injuries,  and  in  the  same  sense  all  these  bring  additional 
demands  upon  the  fund. 
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The  commission  was  first  instituted  under  the  statute  July 
1,  1890.  Had  there  been  a  proviso  at  the  outset  for  retain- 
ing the  unexpended  balance,  under  proper  safeguards,  until 
a  reserve  fund  of  $10,000  had  been  reached,  doubtless  the 
exigencies  of  many  years  would  have  been  provided  for 
without  additional  legislative  appropriation.  Existing  cir- 
cumstances, however,  would  seem  to  demand  such  legislative 
action  as  would  prevent  an  overdraft  in  the  future. 

In  the  conduct  of  its  business  the  Board  has  endeavored 
to  pursue  the  utmost  economy.  At  times,  however,  claims 
have  been  presented  of  such  a  character  that  personal  inves- 
tigation has  been  deemed  judicious.  In  such  cases  the  com- 
missioner residing  nearest  the  locality  of  the  claim  has 
usually  been  designated  to  visit  the  place  and  examine  the 
witnesses  conversant  with  the  case. 

Early  in  the  season  a  fire  occurred  in  the  town  of  Hanover, 
where  there  is  no  organized  fire  department,  and  fire  duty 
was  performed  under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen.  In 
order  to  avoid  the  payment  of  any  illegal  claims  and  not  to 
establish  an  unwarranted  precedent,  the  chairman  and  Com- 
missioner Plummer  visited  Hanover  and  thoroughly  investi- 
gated the  various  cases.  They  were  met  by  the  selectmen 
and  prominent  citizens,  who  established  without  doubt  the 
validity  of  claims  aggregating  $778.50.  One  claim,  involv- 
ing somewhat  peculiar  points,  remains  unadjusted. 

The  Board  has  allowed  3,359  days  injury  benefits  to 
"call"  men,  1,926  days  injury  benefits  to  "permanent" 
men,  1,104  weeks  5  days  benefits  to  minor  children  of  fire- 
men killed  while  in  discharge  of  fire  duty.  There  has  also 
been  allowed,  for  11  funeral  benefits,  the  sum  of  $1,100. 

Appended  is  a  tabulated  statement,  showing  amounts  al- 
lowed during  the  year  for  accidents  and  fatalities  in  various 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  the  causes  of 
the  same  ;  also  a  record  of  the  total  disbursements  each  year 
from  1890  to  June  30,  1899.

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LEGISLATION. 


[Chapter  177,  Acts  of  1892.] 
An  Act  appropriating  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  Annually  for 

the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1 .  Before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  there  shall 
be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  Said  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the 
moneys  received  for  taxes  from  fire  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  money  so  paid  to  said  treasurer  shall  be  known 
and  remain  as  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of  Massachusetts,  and 
shall  be  used  as  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members 
of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  while  responding 
to,  working  at  or  returning  from  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  for  the 
relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  such  firemen  as  may  be  killed 
in  the  line  of  their  duty  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  in  such 
sums  as  a  board,  to  consist  of  five  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  and 
three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  shall  deter- 
mine ;  the  appointees  of  the  governor  shall  not  be  members  of  said 
association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  shall  give  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  double  the  sum  received  by 
him  from  said  treasurer,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
under  this  act ;  and  shall  make  a  detailed  report  under  oath  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  of  expenditures  of  the  appropria- 
tion made  under  this  act,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in 
each  year. 

Section  4.  The  officers  and  members  in  active  service  of  all 
incorporated  protective  departments  acting  in  concert  with  fire 
departments,  also  any  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request,  or 
upon  the  order  of  the  authorities  of  any  town  having  no  organized 
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fire  department,  and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fire- 
man in  a  town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be 
eligible  for  benefits  from  this  fund. 

Section  5.  All  unexpended  moneys  received  under  this  act  by 
the  said  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

Section  6.  Five  hundred  dollars  out  of  the  amount  hereby 
appropriated  may  be  allowed  for  incidental  expenses  of  the  dis- 
bursing board,  but  otherwise  no  part  of  said  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  expended  for  salaries  or  any  expenses  except  as  provided 
in  this  act. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved April  19,  1892. 


[Chapter  375,  Acts  of  1894.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Bond  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 

Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1 .  Section  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth  line,  the  words 
"  double  the  sum  received  by  him  from  said  treasurer",  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words :  —  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  3.  The  treasurer 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  shall  give  a  bond 
with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth, in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  under  this  act ;  and  shall  make  a  detailed 
report  under  oath  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  of  expen- 
ditures of  the  appropriation  made  under  this  act,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved May  12,  1894.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  W.  Murray  Crane,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Belief  Fund 
herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1900,  the  same  being  the  tenth  annual  report  since  its  estab- 
lishment. 

This  year  the  number  of  injury  claims  has  been  somewhat 
less  than  last  year,  and  but  2  funeral  benefits  have  been 
allowed,  in  place  of  11  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
minor  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  receiving  an  allow- 
ance of  $2  per  week  has  somewhat  increased.  But  for  the 
fact  that  claims  aggregating  $786  remained  unadjusted  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  the  appropriation  would  have  sufficed 
to  meet  all  demands.  With  this  sum  and  the  claims  granted 
this  year  to  be  paid  out  of  the  $10,000  allowed  we  have  a 
deficit  of  $773.50,  a  condition  which  was  predicted  in  last 
year's  report.  This  deficit,  however,  has  been  met  by  the 
State  Firemen's  Association,  thus  allowing  us  to  begin  the 
year  1900-1901  without  any  outstanding  liabilities. 

Section  4  of  chapter  177,  legislative  acts  of  1892,  reads: 
"  Any  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  upon  the  order 
of  the  authorities  of  any  town  having  no  organized  fire  depart- 
ment, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  eligible  for 
benefits  from  this  fund."  During  January,  1899,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  transactions  of  this  Board  the  section  above  quoted 
became  operative.  On  Nov.  11,  1898,  the  town  of  Hanover 
suffered  from  a  serious  fire.  This  town  has  no  fire  department, 
and  citizens  worked  in  subduing  the  flames  under  orders  of  the

selectmen.  During  the  fire  an  explosion  occurred  in  which  two 
persons  were  killed  and  eleven  others  were  seriously  injured. 
The  various  claims  were  sent  to  this  Board  and  were  referred  to 
a  special  committee  of  two  members.  That  committee  visited 
Hanover  and  held  a  full  and  exhaustive  investigation.  Sub- 
sequently the  sum  of  $1,048.50  was  allowed  for  deaths  and 
injuries.  In  the  payment  of  these  claims  there  was  no  alterna- 
tive but  to  follow  the  statute  law.  Had  the  town  possessed  an 
active  fire  department,  it  is  hardly  probable  that  such  serious 
results  would  have  ensued,  entailing  so  large  an  expense  to  the 
Commonwealth.  The  neglect  of  any  town  to  make  systematic 
provision  for  its  own  fire  protection  is  deserving  of  severe  cen- 
sure. It  does  not  seem  fully  consistent  with  the  principles  of 
equity  and  justice  that  citizens  of  a  town  who,  for  parsimonious 
reasons,  constantly  refuse  to  provide  suitable  equipment  in  case 
of  fire,  should  be  eligible  to  the  same  compensation  from  this 
fund  as  their  more  progressive  neighbors,  who  at  large  ex- 
pense provide  for  themselves  the  necessary  fire  protection. 
Evidently  either  by  law  towns  should  be  compelled  to  main- 
tain an  active  fire  department,  or,  in  cases  similar  to  Hanover, 
be  obliged  to  compensate  citizens  for  injuries  sustained  while 
working  at  a  fire  under  orders  given  by  their  town  officials. 

Massachusetts,  while  taking  the  lead  in  establishing  a  fund 
for  the  benefit  of  her  firemen,  is  not  now  alone  in  this  benefi- 
cent provision.  Of  the  other  New  England  States,  Connecticut 
has  for  some  years  made  an  annual  appropriation  of  $8,000,  and 
New  Hampshire  last  year  granted  $2,000  for  the  same  purpose. 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania  and  many  of  the  other 
States,  while  not  appropriating  definite  sums,  have  statutes 
compelling  foreign  insurance  companies  to  pay  a  certain  per 
cent,  on  premiums  received  annually.  In  no  State,  however, 
has  the  disbursement  been  so  systematized  as  in  our  own.  The 
methods  adopted  by  this  Board,  compelling  the  applicant  to 
submit  a  sworn  statement,  while  the  claim  must  also  be  sub- 
stantiated by  a  reputable  physician,  together  with  the  chief 
engineer  of  the  department  and  the  captain  of  his  company, 
leave  little  opportunity  for  deception.  As  an  additional  safe- 
guard in  cases  not  absolutely  clear,  the  commissioner  residing 
nearest  the  locality  of  the  claim  is  often  designated  to  visit  the 
place  and  examine  the  witnesses  conversant  therewith. 
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Appended  is  a  tabulated  statement,  showing  amounts  allowed 
during  the  year  for  accidents  and  fatalities  in  various  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  the  causes  of  the  same  ;  also 
a  record  of  the  total  disbursements  each  year  from  1890  to 
June  30,  1900.

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RULES  OF  THE  BOARD. 


The  following  rules  have  been  adopted  to  govern  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  and  the  disbursement  of  the  fund. 

J.  C.  CROMBIE,  Chairman. 
C.  S.  PAISLER,  Secretary. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  "Board  of 
Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund." 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  the 
State  House,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  1.30  o'clock 

P.M. 

Article  II. 

Section  1 .  The  officers  of  this  Board  shall  consist  of  a  chairman 
and  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  this  Board,  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election. 

Section  3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  a  majority  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  and  a  majority  of  such  quorum  shall  determine  all 
questions. 

Section  4.  All  orders  on  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Firemen's  Association  must  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  this  Board. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  Call  Men.  —  All  firemen  'known  as  "call  men,"  or 
others  eligible  to  the  benefits  of  this  fund,  as  provided  for  in  chapter 
177,  legislative  acts  of  1892,  who  may  become  injured  in  the  line  of 
fire  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  from  this  fund  as  follows  :  at 
the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  while  unable  to 
attend  to  their  ordinary  business  by  reason  of  such  injury.  Such 
benefits,  arising  from  any  particular  injury,  shall  not  continue  longer 
than  one  hundred  days  from  the  date  of  such  injury ;  but  the  Board 
may  extend  such  benefits,  if  they  deem  it  advisable,  and  if  the  amount 
of  the  fund  at  that  time  will  permit  it. 
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Permanent  Men. — All  firemen  known  as  44  permanent  men," 
injured  in  the  line  of  fire  duty,  and  receiving  their  regular  pay  from 
the  city  or  town  during  their  disability,  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits 
from  this  fund  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  day  of  actual  dis- 
ability, for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  hundred  days  from  date  of 
injury,  —  except  "  permanent  men"  who  may  become  injured  in  the 
line  of  fire  duty,  and  whose  compensation  or  salary  received  from  the 
city  or  town  is  deducted  daring  the  term  of  their  disability ;  such 
44  permanent  men"  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  the  same  as  provided  for  44  call  men" 
in  this  section. 

Section  2.  In  case  of  death  from  injury  received  while  in  the 
performance  of  fire  duty,  the  Board  shall  pay  to  the  widow  or  children 
of  the  deceased  one  hundred  dollars  for  funeral  expenses  ;  and  to 
each  child,  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  of  such  deceased  fireman,  two 
dollars  per  week  in  monthly  payments.  In  case  the  deceased  leaves 
neither  wife  nor  children,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  be  paid  for  funeral  expenses. 

Section  3.  All  particulars  regarding  each  case  where  a  benefit  is 
required  shall  be  certified  and  recommended  on  blank  form  by  the 
chief  or  acting  chief  of  each  fire  department  and  commanding  officer 
of  company ;  and  in  case  of  protective  departments  by  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  department ;  or,  if  there  is  no  organized  fire  depart- 
ment, by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen.  In  all  cases  the  physician  who 
attended  the  injured  applicant  must  make  an  affidavit. 

Section  4.  Applications  for  relief  or  benefits  shall  be  made  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association,  in  com- 
pliance with  forms  to  be  furnished  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  they 
shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  the  injury  ;  but  said 
time  for  making  such  applications  may  be  extended  by  the  Board,  for 
good  cause  shown. 

Section  5.  If  the  applicant  in  any  case  fails  to  obtain  the  signa- 
ture or  certificate  of  any  person  or  officer  necessary  to  enable  him  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  prescribed  forms,  he  shall  make  a 
written  application  for  relief  to  the  commissioners,  who  are  empowered 
to  make  any  order  that  in  their  opinion  justice  may  require. 

Section*  6.  All  applications  for  relief  or  benefits,  when  adjusted 
by  the  Board,  shall  be  retained  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Firemen's  Association. 

Special  Notice  to  Chiefs  of  Departments. 
The  attention  of  chiefs  of  departments  is  particularly  called  to 
article  III.,  section  1,  of  these  rules  ;  and,  in  signing  the  certificates, 
the  chief  will  designate  whether  the  applicant  is  a  44  call  man"  or  a 
44  permanent  man  "  in  the  department. 
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LEGISLATION. 


[Chapter  177,  Acts  of  1892.] 

An  Act  appropriating  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  Annually  for  the 

Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  there  shall 
be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars.  Said  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the  moneys 
received  for  taxes  from  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  money  so  paid  to  said  treasurer  shall  be  known 
and  remain  as  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of  Massachusetts,  and  shall 
be  used  as  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members  of  said 
association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  while  responding  to,  working 
at  or  returning  from  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows 
and  children  of  such  firemen  as  may  be  killed  in  the  line  of  their  duty 
aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  in  such  sums  as  a  board,  to  consist  of 
five  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Firemen's  Association  and  three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor,  shall  determine ;  the  appointees  of  the  governor 
shall  not  be  members  of  said  association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  shall  give  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  double  the  sum  received  by  him 
from  said  treasurer,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  under 
this  act ;  and  shall  make  a  detailed  report  under  oath  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  expenditures  of  the  appropriation  made  under 
this  act,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  yea*. 

Section  4.  The  officers  and  members  in  active  service  of  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  acting  in  concert  with  fire  depart- 
ments, also  any  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request,  or  upon  the 
order  of  the  authorities  of  any  town  having  no  organized  fire  depart- 
ment, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town 
having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  eligible  for  benefits 
from  this  fund. 
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Section  5.  All  unexpended  moneys  received  under  this  act  by 
the  said  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  shall  be  returned 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  July  in  each  year. 

Section  6.  Five  hundred  dollars  out  of  the  amount  hereby  ap- 
propriated may  be  allowed  for  incidental  expenses  of  the  disbursing 
board,  but  otherwise  no  part  of  said  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
expended  for  salaries  or  any  expenses  except  as  provided  in  this  act. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved April  19,  1892. 


[Chapter  375,  Acts  of  1894.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Bond  of  the  Treasurer  op  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Firemen's  Association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth  line,  the  words  "  double 
the  sum  received  by  him  from  said  treasurer",  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  :  —  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  —  so  as  to  read 
as  follows  :  —  Section  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Firemen's  Association  shall  give  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient 
sureties  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  under 
this  act ;  and  shall  make  a  detailed  report  under  oath  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  expenditures  of  the  appropriation  made 
under  this  act,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved May  12,  1894.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  W.  Murray  Crane,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund 
presents  herewith  its  eleventh  annual  report. 

Notwithstanding  the  most  rigid  examination  of  each  claim 
presented,  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  closed  with  a 
deficit  of  $741.  Additional  claims  for  injuries  previous  to 
June  1,  amounting  to  $830.50,  were  received  too  late  for 
action,  making  the  actual  deficit  SI, 5 7 1.50.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  overdraft  of  $773.50  for  the  previous  year  was 
assumed  by  the  State  Firemen's  Association,  and  the  year 
1900-1901  begun  without  any  outstanding  liabilities,  the 
choice  of  one  of  these  two  methods  seems  inevitable  :  to 
reduce  the  allotment  for  injured  firemen  and  minor  children 
of  firemen  killed  in  the  service,  or  present  all  facts  and 
conditions  to  the  Legislature  and  endeavor  to  secure  an  in- 
creased appropriation.  At  the  outset  $1.50  per  day  was 
paid  all  disabled  firemen  for  a  period  not  exceeding  100 
days.  Later,  such  permanent  men  as  had  their  pay  con- 
tinued during  disability  were  reduced  to  $1  per  day.  The 
past  year  has  also  witnessed  the  abolition  of  the  $100  formerly 
paid  for  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  fireman  killed  while  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties.  The  weekly  payment  for  minor 
children  of  a  fireman  who  lost  his  life  in  discharge  of  tire 
duty  is  $2.  The  members  of  the  Board  are  unanimous  in 
their  opinion  that  further  reductions  are  impracticable,  if  the 
fund  is  to  serv  e  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created.  As 
for  three  consecutive  years  the  appropriation  of  $10,000  by 
the  Commonwealth  has  been  insufficient  to  adjust  all  valid 
claims,  there  seems  to  be  no  alternative  but  to  endeavor  to 
secure  an  increase  of  appropriation. 
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No  worthy  cause  has  ever  appealed  to  Massachusetts  in 
vain,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  same  generous,  warm-hearted 
response  that  has  characterized  the  past  will  be  forthcoming 
to  meet  the  present  exigency. 

Minor  Children. 
Although  the  disbursement  to  minor  children  under  fifteen 
years  of  age  now  approximates  $3,500  a  year,  this  feature 
is  deserving  of  the  most  cordial  commendation.  In  many 
cases  the  weekly  payment  of  $2  has  served  in  keeping  chil- 
dren with  their  mothers  and  giving  them  the  benefit  of  public 
schools,  whereas  without  it  they  might  have  become  a  public 
charge,  and  the  State  or  municipality  be  compelled  to  assume 
the  cost  of  their  maintenance  throuoh  other  channels.  In  a 
way  they  may  be  considered  under  the  guardianship  of  the 
Board,  inasmuch  as  the  treasurer  personally  inquires  into 
their  condition  at  each  payment.  Reference  to  the  list  will 
show  that  the  number  of  these  wards  will  diminish  very 
slowly,  even  without  new  accessions,  since  so  many  of  them 
are  to  be  carried  on  the  list  for  so  long  a  time  before  reach- 
ing the  age  limit. 

Eligibility. 

During  the  year  an  important  question  came  before  the 
Board  for  decision ;  that  question  was  the  legal  interpreta- 
tion and  meaning  of  section  4  of  chapter  177,  legislative 
Acts  of  1892.  This  is  the  statute  law  under  which  this 
Board  acts.    The  section  reads  as  follows  :  — 

The  officers  and  members  in  active  service  of  all  incorporated 
protective  departments,  acting  in  concert  with  fire  departments, 
also  any  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request,  or  upon  the  order 
of  the  authorities  of  any  town  having  no  organized  fire  department, 
and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town  having 
no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  eligible  for  benefits  from  this 
fund. 

On  June  4,  1900,  a  fire  occurred  in  Foxborough  (the 
burning  of  the  town  hall).  At  this  fire  three  men  were 
killed  and  one  was  severely  injured.  Of  the  men  killed,  only 
one  was  a  member  of  the  Foxborough  fire  department.  For 
this  case  the  funeral  benefit  of  $100  was  allowed.    The  other 
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two  men  killed  and  the  man  injured  were  men  impressed 
into  the  service.  At  the  monthly  meeting  of  this  Board, 
held  June  26,  1900,  the  claims  for  all  of  these  cases  were 
presented  and  considered.  As  stated  above,  the  claim  for 
the  regular  member  of  the  fire  department  was  allowed.  For 
the  remaining  claims  from  Foxborough  for  the  fire  of  June 
4,  1900,  the  Board  passed  the  following :  — 

Voted,  That  it  appears,  by  a  supplemental  affidavit  sent  with 
the  claims  from  Foxborough,  that  at  a  fire  in  Foxborough,  June  4? 
1900,  the  claimants  were  impressed  iuto  the  fire  service  by  the 
proper  authorities;  and  inasmuch  as  section  4  of  chapter  177, 
legislative  Acts  of  1892,  does  uot  provide  for  compensation  for 
injuries  in  such  cases  of  impressed  service,  but  only  for  towns 
having  no  organized  fire  department,  that  under  the  provisions  of 
said  section  and  chapter  this  Board  cannot  allow  compensation  on 
either  of  the  claims.  And  further  voted.  That  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  177,  Acts  of  1892,  the  claims  have  no  standing 
with  this  Board. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  Aug.  29,  1900,  a  com- 
munication from  the  parties  interested  was  read.  This  com- 
munication asked  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  cases.  The 
Board  reviewed  the  claims,  and  unanimously  voted  to  adhere 
to  the  decision  made  and  recorded  June  26,  1900. 

Again,  at  the  meeting  of  Dec.  5,  1900,  another  letter  from 
the  parties  interested  was  read,  requesting  the  Board  to 
again  take  the  claims  under  consideration,  and  again  the 
Board  unanimously  voted  that  the  original  decision  must  be 
adhered  to. 

Each  member  of  the  Board  firmly  believed  that  the  de- 
cision on  the  Foxborough  cases  was  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  statute;  yet,  at  the  meeting  held  Jan.  9,  1901,  it  wTas 
decided  to  submit  the  whole  question,  with  all  the  papers 
and  the  records  of  the  meetings  thereon,  to  the  Attorney- 
General  for  an  opinion.  The  Board  did  this  in  order  to 
know  positively  whether  its  decisions  were  right  or  wrong. 

On  Feb.  5,  1901,  the  Attorney-General  rendered  the  fol- 
lowing opinion,  by  wThich  it  will  be  seen  that  the  action  and 
decision  of  the  Board  in  the  Foxborough  cases  are  fully  sus- 
tained :  —

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  January  21  requires  my  opinion 
upon  the  question  whether  certain  persons  referred  to  in  the  papers 
annexed  to  the  letter  are  entitled  to  relief  under  the  provisions  of 
St.  1892,  c.  177,  relating  to  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund,  of  which 
your  Board  has  the  disbursement. 

It  appears  by  the  documents  submitted  that  a  disastrous  fire 
occurred  in  Foxborough  in  June  last.  Foxborough  is  a  town 
which  had  at  the  time  an  organized  fire  department.  Some  of 
the  regular  members  of  the  fire  department  were  absent,  and  in 
consequence  of  the  fierceness  of  the  fire  the  men  in  question  were 
impressed  into  the  service  by  the  engineers,  and  received  their 
injuries  while  performing  the  duties  of  firemen. 

The  chapter  in  question  provides,  in  section  2,  that  the  fund 
shall  be  used  "  for  the  relief  of  firemen."  It  provides  further,  in 
section  4,  that  members  of  incorporated  protective  departments 
shall  be  eligible  for  benefits;  and  also  "  any  person  doing  fire 
duty  at  the  request  or  upon  the  order  of  the  authorities  of  any 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department." 

It  is  obvious  that  the  word  "  firemen"  in  the  first  section  does 
not  mean  any  person  who  is  engaged  in  extinguishing  a  fire.  Other- 
wise, there  would  have  been  no  occasion  for  the  language  above 
quoted  in  the  4th  section,  which  includes,  in  addition  to  "fire- 
men," persons  doing  fire  duty  where  there  is  no  organized  fire 
department.  It  follows  that  the  meaning  of  the  word  "firemen" 
must  be  sought  in  the  statutes. 

Pub.  Sts.,  c.  35,  §§  28-39,  inclusive,  authorize  the  selectmen  of 
a  town  to  establish  a  fire  department,  and  provide  for  the  method 
of  creating  the  same.  Section  31  limits  the  number  of  men  to 
be  employed  on  the  several  engines,  hose  carriages  and  hook  and 
ladder  carriages,  as  well  as  in  each  fire  company.  These  compa- 
nies, by  section  2,  may  organize  themselves,  elect  officers,  establish 
rules  and  regulations,  and  annex  penalties  for  the  breach  of  the 
same.  They  may  also  have  certain  exemptions  from  other  public 
duties,  such  as  jury  duty  (Pub.  Sts.,  c.  170,  §  2).  These  rights 
and  privileges  are  doubtless  conferred  in  consideration  of  the  fact 
that  they  have  volunteered  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  at  all 
times,  seasonable  or  unseasonable,  to  perform  what  may  often  be 
a  hazardous  and  difficult  task. 

I  see  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  purpose  of  the  statute  estab- 
lishing the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  was  further  to  recognize  their

services  by  compensating  thern  for  injuries  received  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duty.  It  was  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  to  en- 
courage men  to  enlist  in  organized  fire  departments  by  holding  out 
the  inducement  of  such  compensation. 

It  is  otherwise  with  one  who  is  impressed  into  the  service  upon 
a  single  occasion,  and  who  has  not  chosen  to  connect  himself  reg- 
ularly with  the  fire  department.  It  seems  to  have  been  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  the  Legislature  to  exclude  such  persons,  and  to 
extend  the  relief  provided  by  the  statutes  only  to  regular  members 
of  the  fire  department,  where  there  is  a  fire  department ;  the  only 
exception  being  in  favor  of  persons  doing  fire  duty  in  towns  where 
there  is  no  such  organized  fire  department. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that,  however  meritorious  the 
services  of  the  persons  in  question  may  have  been,  they  are  not 
entitled  to  relief  from  the  fund  in  charge  of  your  Board.

The  intent  and  meaning  of  section  4,  chapter  177,  is  thus 
decided  by  high  legal  authority.  It  is  the  intention  of  each 
member  of  the  Board  to  conscientiously  do  his  duty  to  all 
who  are  or  may  be  connected  with  the  Massachusetts  Fire- 
men's Relief  Fund.  At  times  the  decisions  of  the  Board 
(like  the  Foxborough  cases)  may  be  a  personal  disappoint- 
ment to  some ;  yet  the  members  recognize  their  duty,  and 
endeavor  to  act  on  principles  of  justice  and  equity  to  the 
Commonwealth  and  to  the  injured  firemen. 

The  records  of  the  Board  from  its  inception  have  been 
most  methodically  kept,  and  are  open  at  any  time  for  inspec- 
tion. They  are  such  as  to  substantiate  the  wisdom  of  per- 
petuating the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Appended  is  a  tabulated  statement,  showing  amounts 
allowed  during  the  year  for  accidents  and  fatalities  in  various 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  the  causes  of 
the  same  ;  also  a  record  of  the  total  disbursements  each  year 
from  1890  to  June  30,  1901.

EULES  OF  THE  BOARD. 


The  following  rules  have  been  adopted  to  govern  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  and  the  disbursement  of  the  fund. 

J.  C.  CROMBIE,  Chairman. 
C.  S.  PAISLER,  Secretary. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  "Board 
of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund." 

Section  2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  the 
State  House,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  1.30 
o'clock  P.M. 

Article  II. 

Section  1 .  The  officers  of  this  Board  shall  consist  of  a  chair- 
man and  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  this  Board,  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election. 

Section  3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  a  majority  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  a  majority  of  such  quorum  shall  determine 
all  questions. 

Section  4.  All  orders  on  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Firemen's  Association  must  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
secretary  of  this  Board. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  Call  Men. — All  firemen  known  as  "call  men," 
or  others  eligible  to  the  benefits  of  this  fund,  as  provided  for  in 
chapter  177,  legislative  Acts  of  1892,  who  may  become  injured  in 
the  line  of  fire  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  from  this  fund  as 
follows :  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day 
while  unable  to  attend  to  their  ordinary  business  by  reason  of  such 
injury.  Such  benefits,  arising  from  any  particular  injury,  shall 
not  continue  longer  than  one  hundred  days  from  the  date  of  such 
injury  ;  but  the  Board  may  extend  such  benefits,  if  they  deem  it  ad- 
visable, and  if  the  amount  of  the  fund  at  that  time  will  permit  it. 
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Permanent  Men. — All  firemen  known  as  "permanent  men," 
injured  in  the  line  of  fire  duty,  and  receiving  their  regular  pay 
from  the  city  or  town  during  their  disability,  shall  be  entitled  to 
benefits  from  this  fund  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  day  of 
actual  disability,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  hundred  days 
from  date  of  injury,  —  except  "permanent  men"  who  may  be- 
come injured  in  the  line  of  fire  duty,  and  whose  compensation  or 
salary  received  from  the  city  or  town  is  deducted  during  the  term 
of  their  disability;  such  "permanent  men"  shall  be  entitled  to 
benefits  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  the  same 
as  provided  for  "  call  men  "  in  this  section. 

Section  2.  In  case  of  death  from  injury  received  while  in  the 
performance  of  fire  duty,  the  Board  shall  pay  to  each  child,  under 
fifteen  years  of  age,  of  such  deceased  fireman,  two  dollars  per  week 
in  monthly  payments. 

Section  3.  All  particulars  regarding  each  case  where  a  benefit 
is  required  shall  be  certified  and  recommended  on  blank  form  by 
the  chief  or  acting  chief  of  each  fire  department  and  commanding 
officer  of  company ;  and  in  case  of  protective  departments  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  department ;  or,  if  there  is  no  organized 
fire  department,  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen.  In  all  cases  the 
physician  who  attended  the  injured  applicant  must  make  an  affi- 
davit. 

Section  4.  Applications  for  relief  or  benefits  shall  be  made  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association,  in 
compliance  with  forms  to  be  furnished  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
and  they  shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  the 
injury ;  but  said  time  for  making  such  applications  may  be  ex- 
tended by  the  Board,  for  good  cause  shown. 

Section  5.  If  the  applicant  in  any  case  fails  to  obtain  the  sig- 
nature or  certificate  of  any  person  or  officer  necessary  to  enable 
him  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  prescribed  forms,  he 
shall  make  a  written  application  for  relief  to  the  commissioners, 
who  are  empowered  to  make  any  order  that  in  their  opinion  justice 
may  require. 

Section  6.  All  applications  for  relief  or  benefits,  when  adjusted 
by  the  Board,  shall  be  retained  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Firemen's  Association. 

Special  Notice  to  Chiefs  of  Departments. 
The  attention  of  chiefs  of  departments  is  particularly  called  to 
article  III.,  section  1,  of  these  rules;  and,  in  signing  the  certifi- 
cates, the  chief  will  designate  whether  the  applicant  is  a  "call 
man"  or  a  "  permanent  man  "  in  the  department.

LEGISLATION. 


[Chapter  177,  Acts  of  1892.] 

An  Act  appropriating  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  annually  for 
the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  there  shall 
be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  Said  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the 
moneys  received  for  taxes  from  fire  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  money  so  paid  to  said  treasurer  shall  be  known 
and  remain  as  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  of  Massachusetts,  and 
shall  be  used  as  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members 
of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  while  responding 
to,  working  at  or  returning  from  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  for  the 
relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  such  firemen  as  may  be  killed 
in  the  line  of  their  duty  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  in  such 
sums  as  a  board,  to  consist  of  five  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  and 
three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  shall  determine  ; 
the  appointees  of  the  governor  shall  not  be  members  of  said  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Fire- 
men's Association  shall  give  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  sure- 
ties to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  double  the  sum 
received  by  him  from  said  treasurer,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  under  this  act;  and  shall  make  a  detailed  report 
under  oath  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  of  expenditures 
of  the  appropriation  made  under  this  act,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  July  in  each  year. 

Section  4.  The  officers  and  members  in  active  service  of  all 
incorporated  protective  departments  acting  in  concert  with  fire 
departments,  also  any  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request,  or 
upon  the  order  of  the  authorities  of  any  town  having  no  organ- 
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ized  fire  department,  and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a 
fireman  in  a  town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be 
eligible  for  benefits  from  this  fund. 

Section  5.  All  unexpended  moneys  received  under  this  act  by 
the  said  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

Section  6.  Five  hundred  dollars  out  of  the  amount  hereby  ap- 
propriated may  be  allowed  for  incidental  expenses  of  the  disbursing 
board,  but  otherwise  no  part  of  said  ten  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  expended  for  salaries  or  any  expenses  except  as  provided  in 
this  act. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved April  19,  1892. 


[Chapter  375,  Acts  of  1894.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Bond  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1 .  Section  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth  line,  the  words 
"double  the  sum  received  by  him  from  said  treasurer",  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  words  :  —  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  3.  The  treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  shall  give  a  bond  with 
good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth, 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  under  this  act ;  and  shall  make  a  detailed  report  under 
oath  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  of  expenditures  of  the 
appropriation  made  under  this  act,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  July  in  each  year. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved May  12,  1894.

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LEGISLATION. 


[Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32.] 
Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
genera]  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  associa- 
tion out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  com- 
panies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be  known 
as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties. 

Section  7:5.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning 
from  the  same,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  fire- 
men killed  in  the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to 
the  amount  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom, 
not  members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  depart- 
ments, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a  town 
having  no  organized  lire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  report, 
under  oath,  of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said 
fund  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  ex  [tended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 
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[Acts  of  1902,  Chatter  108.] 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 

massachusetts  state  firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  u  ten  ", 
in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  :  —  twelve, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  71.  The  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  shall  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  July,  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  out  of  the  money 
received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  Commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  Section  seventy- two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  tkten",  in  the  second  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  :  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  :  —  Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall 
give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasu.ar  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved February  25,  1902.

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state

Be  it  enacted,  etc  ,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth 
from  the  ordinary  revenue,  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association,  as  provided  for  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two.

To  His  Excellency  John  L.  Bates,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund 
presents  herewith  its  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1903,  the  same  being  the  thirteenth  annual  report  since 
its  establishment. 

Through  the  liberality  of  the  Legislature  in  increasing 
the  appropriation  from  $10,000  to  $12,000,  the  Board  is, 
for  the  first  time  since  1898,  enabled  to  show  a  substantial 
balance  unexpended.  Included  in  the  expenditures  are  37 
claims  brought  over  from  the  previous  year,  aggregating 
$1,380.50. 

Minor  Children. 
No  portion  of  the  money  paid  is  more  beneficial  or  far 
reaching  in  its  results  than  the  weekly  allotment  to  minor 
children  of  deceased  firemen,  and  it  is  a  feature  that  should 
be  maintained  even  at  a  sacrifice  in  other  directions.  The 
method  of  payment  adopted  by  the  treasurer  has  enabled 
him  to  keep  in  touch  with  each  individual  case,  and  the 
good  that  is  being  accomplished  cannot  be  overestimated. 

Disbursement  to  Widows. 
With  the  enactment  of  chapter  32,  section  77,  Revised 
Laws,  providing  for  the  payment  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  the  sum  of  $1,000  to  the  widow  or  de- 
pendents when  a  fireman  is  killed  or  dies  within  sixty  days 
from  injuries  received  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
an  allowance  of  $400,  known  as  a  death  benefit,  was  discon- 
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tinned  by  this  Board.  This  was  not  done  until  Attorney- 
General  Parker  had  rendered  a  carefully  prepared  opinion, 
stating  that  the  granting  or  withholding  was  optional.  With 
constantly  increasing  demands  upon  the  fund,  it  was  felt 
that  if  any  retrenchment  were  to  be  made  it  would  be  least 
a  hardship  to  those  who  had  already  been  provided  for 
through  another  channel.  An}'  special  case  involving  great 
distress  could  still  be  eligible  for  consideration  without  an 
arbitrary  rule  making  payment  in  all  cases  compulsory. 
The  justice  and  wisdom  of  this  arrangement  cannot  fail  to 
commend  itself  to  any  unbiased  person. 

Claims  for  Injuries. 
The  same  per  diem  allowance  of  $1  and  $1.50  respectively 
to  permanent  and  call  firemen  injured  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  has  been  continued.  In  rare  instances  this  pay- 
ment may  prove  an  incentive  to  a  prolonged  absence  from 
the  service,  but  the  great  majority  of  firemen  are  honest, 
and  resume  their  positions  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Secretary  of  Boaed. 
To  Secretary  Charles  S.  Paisler  much  praise  should  be 
given  for  the  systematic  keeping  of  the  records.  In  fact, 
so  methodical  are  they  that  they  would  serve  as  a  model  lor 
any  commission.  They  have  been  available  at  all  times  for 
any  critic  or  person  desirous  of  information. 

EE  C  O^DFEXDATIONS . 

The  Board  as  at  present  constituted  consists  of  five  mem- 
bers, three  of  whom  are  appointed  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  and  two  elected  by  the  State  Firemen's  Associa- 
tion. To  reduce  the  number  to  three  members,  two  of 
whom  should  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  one  elected 
by  the  State  Association,  would  in  no  way  detract  from  its 
efficiency,  and  would  reduce  the  expense  of  disbursement. 

Conclusion. 

With  the  ending  of  this  fiscal  year  the  members  on  the 
part  of  the  Commonwealth  have  declined  a  reappointment 
to  the  positions  they  have  occupied  upon  this  Board  from 
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I  its  inception.  It  is  their  desire  to  express  to  His  Excellency 
■  the  Governor  their  deep  and  lasting  appreciation  for  the 
[  cordial  treatment  and  numerous  courtesies  accorded  them. 

To  various  chiefs  of  departments,  and  especially  to  Col. 
l  Henry  S.  Russell,  the  efficient  commissioner  of  the  Boston 
|  department,  from  which  naturally  comes  the  largest  number 
of  demands,  they  extend  sincere  thanks  for  co-operation  in 
safe-guarding  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  doing  justice  to  worthy  claimants. 

Appended  is  a  tabulated  statement,  showing  amounts 
allowed  during  the  year  for  accidents  and  fatalities  in  vari- 
ous cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  with  the  causes  of  same  ; 
a  list  giving  the  number  of  minor  children  drawing  from  the 
fund,  together  with  a  record  of  the  total  disbursements  each 
year  from  1890  to  June  30,  1903.

Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 
'  Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties.

To  His  Excellency  John  L.  Bates,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Belief  Fund 
presents  herewith  its  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1904. 

The  Board  as  now  constituted  consists  of  five  members, 
three  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  two  are  annually  elected  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Firemen's  Association. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  service  upon  this  commission  of 
the  three  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.  The  other 
two  members,  Messrs.  Hosmer  and  Cheney,  have  served  on 
this  commission  ever  since  its  organization,  and  their  long 
and  faithful  service  has  proved  of  great  value  to  the  Board. 

During  this  year  the  Board  has  endeavored  to  pursue  the 
strictest  economy  consistent  with  the  object  for  which  it  was 
organized,  which  was  to  aid  firemen  injured  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  etc. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  fires  throughout  the  State, 
and  the  consequent  fatalities  and  serious  injuries  to  firemen, 
the  entire  amount  of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  commis- 
sion, namely,  $12,000,  has  been  expended,  and  further  claims 
amounting  to  $130,  are  still  pending  before  the  commission. 

Many  cases  needing  personal  investigation  have  been  given 
to  the  commissioner  living  nearest  the  claimants,  for  him  to 
make  such  investigation  and  report  the  facts  to  the  full  Board 
for  such  action  as  the  Board  might  deem  expedient. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  the  Board  was  for- 
tunate in  securing  the  services  of  D.  Arthur  Burt  as  secre- 
tary, and  through  his  fidelity  and  interest  in  the  work  of 
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the  Board,  and  his  accurate  and  careful  system  of  keeping 
the  records,  the  efficiency  of  the  Board  has  been  greatly 
promoted. 

Minor  Children. 

The  weekly  payments  to  minor  children  of  deceased  fire- 
men are,  in  the  ' opinion  of  the  Board,  of  great  importance, 
and  of  far-reaching  benefit  to  the  recipients. 

Our  treasurer,  Mr.  Hiram  R.  Williamson,  by  his  careful 
and  prompt  attention  to  the  payment  of  these  claims,  and 
by  his  personal  acquaintance  with  each  of  the  beneficiaries, 
obtained  by  visits  to  such  parties,  guarantees  to  the  Board 
the  accomplishment  of  this  part  of  our  work  in  the  most 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  action  of  this  Board  during  the  past  year  has  been 
harmonious  in  the  highest  degree,  and  each  member  has  con- 
tributed his  full  share  to  this  end,  so  that  the  labors  of  the 
Board  might  result  in  the  greatest  good  to  the  parties  in- 
tended to  be  benefited  thereby. 

Appended  is  a  tabulated  statement,  showing  how  the  fund 
has  been  expended  and  the  recipients  of  the  same.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  William  L.  Douglas,  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund 
of  Massachusetts  presents  this  its  fifteenth  annual  report. 
The  Board  as  now  constituted  closes  its  second  year  of 
thoroughly  harmonious,  and,  as  we  trust,  satisfactory  ser- 
vice. 

During  the  past  year,  as  formerly,  the  Board  has  had  the 
benefit  of  the  services  of  the  same  treasurer,  Mr.  H.  R. 
Williamson,  who  has  continued  to  make  personal  visits  to 
the  beneficiaries  and  to  cultivate  a  close  personal  acquaint- 
tu  e  with  them;  and  his  report  of  the  facts  in  each  case  to 
the  full  Board  has  enabled  the  Board  to  act  with  discrimina- 
tion in  the  expenditure  of  the  amount  entrusted  to  it.  This 
is  especially  true  of  minor  children  of  injured  firemen,  in 
whom  we  take  the  greatest  interest,  as  well  as  the  greatest 
care  to  see  that  the  help  extended  to  them  is  judiciously  and 
wisely  expended,  and  that  it  is  all  so  used  as  to  accomplish 
to  the  fullest  extent  practicable  the  object  for  which  it  is 
bestowed  by  the  Commonwealth.  To  this  end  we  endeavor 
to  safeguard  the  interest  of  each  particular  child  so  far  as  we 
are  able. 

The  Board  still  retains  the  services  of  Mr.  D.  Arthur  Burt 
as  secretary,  and  we  wish  to  here  acknowledge  the  efficient 
services  rendered  the  Board  by  both  secretary  and  treasurer. 

Before  either  of  the  members  of  the  present  Board  came 
into  office,  our  predecessors  had  established  the  practice  of 
paying  a  sum  not  exceeding  $100  upon  each  claim  where 
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death  resulted,  and  $l.oO  per  day  to  call  men  and  $1  per  day 
to  permanent  men  for  injuries,  but  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred days  to  any  one  person.  As  this  seemed  a  safe  and 
judicious  rule,  we  have  adopted  it,  and  under  its  limitations 
we  find  the  sum  of  $12,000  none  too  large  to  meet  the 
meritorious  demands  upon  us. 

The  largest  number  of  death  claims  in  any  year,  with  one 
exception,  has  been  presented  this  current  year,  the  number 
of  such  claims  being  ten,  while  the  largest  number  hereto- 
fore presented  was  eleven.  Last  year  there  were  six  death 
claims. 

While  the  Board  has  endeavored,  as  heretofore,  to  observe 
the  strictest  economy  as  well  as  the  greatest  care  in  the  use 
of  the  money  at  its  disposal,  the  entire  $12,000  has  been 
distributed. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  detailed  and  tabulated  state- 
ment, indicating  how  the  fund  has  been  expended,  the 
residences  of  the  beneficiaries,  and  the  amount  paid  to  the 
beneficiaries  of  each  city  and  town.  We  also  append  a 
summary  of  expenditures  and  balance  left  over  from  year  to 
year,  if  any,  during  the  fifteen  years  since  the  establishment 
of  the  fund.

[Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32.] 
Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Sr.  Hon  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approve'"!  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  return- 
ing from  the  same,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children 
of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner 
and  to  the  amount  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of 
whom,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association.

examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman,  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children ;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use ;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fire- 
man for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fire- 
man for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Curtis  Guild,  Jr.,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Firemen's  Relief  Fund 
presents  herewith  its  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1906. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  endeavored  to  pursue  the 
Strictest  economy  consistent  with  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  organized,  which  was  to  aid  firemen  who  were  injured 
while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty. 

Owing  to  claims  amounting  to  $1,473  carried  over  last 
y<  ar  to  July  1,  1905,  the  large  number  of  fires  throughout 
the  State,  the  consequent  fatalities  and  serious  injuries  to 
firemen,  and  the  number  of  minor  children  under  fifteen 
years  of  age  who  receive  an  allowance  of  S2  per  week,  ex- 
penditures have  largely  increased  :  and  the  entire  amount 
of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  commissioners,  namely,  $12,- 
000,  has  been  expended,  and  further  claims  amounting  to 
$4,360.50  are  still  pending  before  the  commissioners. 

Minor  Children. 
As  heretofore,  our  treasurer,  Mr.  Hiram  R.  Williamson, 
has  devoted  a  large  portion  of  his  time  and  attention  to 
visiting  these  beneficiaries,  in  order  to  acquire  a  personal 
knowledge  of  their  environment  and  necessities  ;  and  largely 
bv  reason  of  his  intelligent  labor  the  Board  believes  it  has 
been  enabled  to  make  a  just  and  equitable  expenditure  of 
this  fund.  We  believe  that  the  Commonwealth  takes  the 
greatest  possible  interest  in  the  minor  children  of  firemen 
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killed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  which  children  b}^  its 
generosity  it  has  sought  to  protect  and  guard  during  their 
minority  ;  and  it  has  been  the  special  effort  of  the  commis- 
sioner^ to  assure  themselves  that  this  wise  and  generous 
provision  of  the  State  is  expended  to  the  utmost  advantage. 

The  Hoard  has  been  fortunate  in  retaining  during  the  past 
irear  the  services  of  Mr.  D.  Arthur  Burt,  its  efficient  and 
able  secretary,  and  is  pleased  to  acknowledge  again  his  val- 
uable services  to  the  Commission. 

The  Hoard  also  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  its  ap- 
preciation of  the  efforts  of  Capt.  Wm.  Brophy  and  his 
associates  of  the  State  Firemen's  Association  for  assistance 
rendered  this  Board. 

Appended  is  a  tabulated  statement,  showing  the  amounts 
allowed  and  paid  during  the  year  for  accidents  and  fatalities 
in  the  various  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  with 
the  causes  of  the  same.

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LEGISLATION. 


[Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32.] 
Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  return- 
ing from  the  same,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children 
of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner 
and  to  the  amount  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of 
whom,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  depart- 
ments, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  re- 
port, under  oath,  of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  77.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said 
fund  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 

Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  depart- 
ment of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service 
of  any  incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with 
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fire  departments,  or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by 
the  order  of  the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire 
department,  or  a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such 
town,  is  killed,  or  dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified 
by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the  attending  physician  or  medical 
examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman,  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children ;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use  ;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  widow ;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fire- 
man for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fire- 
man for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 


[Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  108.] 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 

massachusetts  state  firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  44  ten  ", 
in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  :  —  twelve, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  71.  The  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  shall  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  July,  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  out  of  the  money 
received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  Commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  Section  seventy-two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  44  ten  ",  in  the  second  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  :  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  :  —  Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall 
give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  February  25,  1902. 
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[Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  203.] 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state 

firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth 
from  the  ordinary  revenue,  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association,  as  provided  for  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

[Acts  of  1903,  Chapter  253.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of 

the  firemen's  relief  fund. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  73. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members 
of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  mem- 
bers of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three 
years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year ;  and  one  shall  be 
appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term 
of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1903. 
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[Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171.] 
An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 

state  firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the 
association  for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duty  at  fires  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
fires,  and  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty,  in  th,e  manner  and  to  the  amount  to 
be  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not 
members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 


Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver

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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32. 
Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  return- 
ing from  the  same,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children 
of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner 
and  to  the  amount  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of 
whom,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  depart- 
ments, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  re- 
port, under  oath,  of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said 
fund  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 

Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  depart- 
ment of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service 
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of  any  incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with 
fire  departments,  or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by 
the  order  of  the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire 
department,  or  a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such 
town,  is  killed,  or  dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified 
by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the  attending  physician  or  medical 
examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman,  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children ;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use ;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  widow ;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fire- 
man for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fire- 
man for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child.

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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32. 

Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  return- 
ing from  the  same,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children 
of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner 
and  to  the  amount  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of 
whom,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  depart- 
ments, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  re- 
port, under  oath,  of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said 
fund  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 

Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  depart- 
ment of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service 
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of  any  incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with 
fire  departments,  or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by 
the  order  of  the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire 
department,  or  a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such 
town,  is  killed,  or  dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified 
by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the  attending  physician  or  medical 
examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman,  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fire- 
man for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fire- 
man for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 


Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  108. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 
massachusetts  state  firemen' s  association. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "ten", 
in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  71 .  The  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  shall  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  July,  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  out  of  the  money 
received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  Commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  Section  seventy-two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "ten",  in  the  second  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall 
give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  February  25,  1902. 
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Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  203. 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts 

state  firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth 
from  the  ordinary  revenue,  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association,  as  provided  for  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  19,  1902. 


Acts  of  1903,  Chapter  253. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of 

the  firemen's  relief  fund. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  73. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members 
of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  mem- 
bers of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three 
years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be 
appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term 
of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 


Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1903. 
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Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachu- 
setts STATE  FIREMEN'S  ASSOCIATION. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the 
association  for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duty  at  fires  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
fires,  and  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  to 
be  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not 
members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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LEGISLATION. 


Revised  Laws,  Chapter  32. 
Firemen's  Relief  Fund. 

Section  71.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  state  firemen's  asso- 
ciation out  of  the  money  received  from  taxes  on  fire  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be 
known  as  the  firemen's  relief  fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 

Section  73.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen, 
whether  members  of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  return- 
ing from  the  same,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children 
of  firemen  killed  in  the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner 
and  to  the  amount  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of 
whom,  not  members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  74.  Officers  and  members  in  active  service  in  all  in- 
corporated protective  departments  co-operating  with  fire  depart- 
ments, and  any  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  a 
town  having  no  organized  fire  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  thereof. 

Section  75.  The  unexpended  balance  of  said  fund  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  with  a  detailed  re- 
port, under  oath,  of  the  expenditure  of  such  fund. 

Section  76.  Five  hundred  dollars  may  be  allowed  from  said 
fund  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  board,  but  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  expended  for  any  other  expenses  or  for  salaries. 

Section  77.  If  a  fireman  in  a  regularly  organized  fire  depart- 
ment of  a  city  or  town,  or  any  officer  or  member  in  active  service 
of  any  incorporated  protective  department  acting  in  concert  with 
fire  departments,  or  a  person  doing  fire  duty  at  the  request  or  by 
the  order  of  the  authorities  of  a  town  which  has  no  organized  fire 
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department,  or  a  person  performing  the  duties  of  a  fireman  in  such 
town,  is  killed,  or  dies  within  sixty  days  from  injuries  received, 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his  death  is  certified 
by  the  city  or  town  clerk  and  the  attending  physician  or  medical 
examiner  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  such  fireman,  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
equally  of  his  widow  and  minor  children;  or  if  there  are  minor 
children  but  no  widow,  to  their  use;  or  if  there  is  no  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  widow;  and  if  there  is  no  widow  or  minor  child, 
to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin  if  dependent  on  such  deceased  fire- 
man for  support.  A  child  of  full  age  dependent  upon  such  fire- 
man for  support  shall  be  regarded  as  a  minor  child. 


Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  108. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  by  the  state  to  the 

massachusetts  state  firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  ten  ", 
in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  71.  The  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  shall  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  July,  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association  out  of  the  money  re- 
ceived from  taxes  on  fire  insurance  companies  doing  business  in 
this  commonwealth,  and  it  shall  be  known  as  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Fund  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  2.  Section  seventy-two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  ten  ",  in  the  second  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  twelve,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  72.  The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  with  sureties  approved 
by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  February  25,  19G2. 
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Acts  of  1902,  Chapter  203. 

An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  Massachusetts  state 

firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth 
from  the  ordinary  revenue,  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association,  as  provided  for  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  19,  1902. 


Acts  of  1903,  Chapter  253. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of 

the  firemen's  relief  fund. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-three  of  chapter  thirty- two  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  73. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  firemen,  whether  members 
of  said  association  or  not,  who  may  be  injured  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  at  a  fire  or  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same, 
and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  such  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  of  whom  three,  not  mem- 
bers of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in  July 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  serve,  one  for  three 
years,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year;  and  one  shall  be 
appointed  in  July  of  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  full  term 
of  three  years,  and  two  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.   This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  April  17,  1903. 


Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  171. 

An  Act  to  increase  the  annual  payment  to  the  Massachusetts 

state  firemen's  association. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  paid  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's 
Association  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  by  the 
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association  for  the  relief  of  firemen  who  may  be  injured  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duty  at  fires  or  in  going-  to  or  returning  from 
fires,  and  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  children  of  firemen  killed  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  to 
be  determined  by  a  board  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom,  not 
members  of  said  association,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  association. 

Section  2.    The  treasurer  of  said  association  shall  give  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  for  the  faithful 
I  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
